'Stamp Out Hunger' effort by letter 
carriers is a tremendous success 




During the past several 
weeks, the Albany Post Office 
has been promoting the Letter 
Carrier’s annual effort of 
collecting food throughout 
the county in order to supply 
people in need, known 
nationally as Stamp Out 
Hunger. 

This past Saturday, mail 
patrons were asked to leave 
canned and non-perishable 
food goods near postal boxes 
to be collected by mail 
carriers from the Albany Post 
Office, and the effort was a 
tremendous success. 

Monday morning, May 
13, 2013, postal employees 
helped load more than 1,600 
pounds of donated food items 
into Bobby Grant’s pickup 
truck. Grant’s ministry, 
Good Shepherd of Hope, 
expressed his thanks to the 
postal employees as well as 
the county for donating to this 
cause. 

Good Shepherd of Hope 
Ministries is a charity founded 
by Grant after he retired from 
ministering a couple of years 
ago. 

Grant said the food will go 
to local people who need it 
and he was overwhelmed by 
the amount of items collected 
by the post office.

School board meets Monday night 


Clinton County Board of Education, hold¬ 
ing its last meeting of the 2012-13 school 
year, finished out some end-of-year business, 
began planning for the next school term and 
recognized several students at its regular ses¬ 
sion Monday night with all board members 
present. 

The board first recognized the CCHS 
Band, including members who had excelled 


in three band competitions, including the dis¬ 
trict and two Honors Band events, as well as 
all the other band members from sixth grade 
through high school. 

The band, under the direction of Doug 
Sell, performed some 87 times this current 
school year. (A listing of all the band mem¬ 
bers can be found at the end of this article.) 

Also recognized were four FCCLA Re¬ 


gion 14 officers from Clinton County. It is 
rare to see one county have that many offi¬ 
cers at one time in a region, which includes 
a total of eight counties. The Future Career 
and Community Leaders of America (for¬ 
merly Future Homemakers) are sponsored 
by Kathy Hunter.

for fire runs that are non-members. 

The monthly fee, currently set at $1 per month, will increase by an 
additional $3 per month, making the monthly rate for paid fire mem¬ 
berships $4 per month when the change takes effect. The fee changes 
are set to begin with the July round of billing for water and sewer. 

The city and fire department officials cited the rising costs of 
equipment and maintenance on vehicles, not to mention the fact that 
some of the current equipment has to be replaced by October to stay 
in compliance, as the need for added revenue for the volunteer fire 
department. 

Albany Fire Chief Robert Roeper wrote a letter addressed to Al¬ 
bany Mayor Nicky Smith and all city council members, addressing 
and thanking them for getting funding for the new fire station, as well 
as detailing and backgrounding the need for added revenues for new 
equipment and more funding for maintenance on current equipment 
and vehicles. (A copy of that letter in its entirety can be found at the 
conclusion of this article.) 

When the issue first came up on the council meeting agenda, 
Mayor Nicky Smith noted that fire memberships, as a way to help 
raise annual revenue for the department, first began in the 1980s. 

The majority of the revenue comes in the form of a $ 1 monthly fee 
on each customers’ water bills. 

The mayor recommended raising the rate for non-members who 
receive service from the fire department from the current $300 to 
$750 that would be charged to them if the department responds to 
their home or property and they are not current members. 

The change in non-member fire fees are also set to take effect 
July 1. 

“This doesn’t have anything to do with the new fire station or fire 
department grant,” the mayor stressed, but simply to maintain and 
purchase required equipment.” 

Mayor Smith said the new fire station to be constructed near the 
current EMS facility and Wellness Center is being paid for from a 
half-million grant and $100,000 in city funds that had already been 
set aside in the past to complete that particular project. 

The mayor and council also stressed that fire membership is to¬ 
tally voluntary and any resident has the option to “opt out” if they 
so choose. 

However, anyone not on city water but would like fire protection 
through a fire membership can go to the water department and pay 
the annual fee at any time and receive fire protection under that one 
time per year $48 rate. 

Anyone who does not want a fire membership can simply come in 
to city hall or the water department and sign a waiver opting out and 
there will be no charge on a customer’s monthly bill. However, if the 
fire department has to respond to a non-member call, that resident 
would be charged $750 for the run. 

Councilman Tony Delk said, “as a council, we have to provide 
equipment for people (firemen) who get up in the middle of the night

After approving minutes from 
three prior meetings, one regu¬ 
lar and two special, the board 
approved between meeting dis¬ 
bursements, voted to pay claims 
and bills and heard a brief per¬ 
sonnel report, which included 
the certified hiring of Michial 
H. Conner as assistant baseball 
coach and Nathan Gamer as 
boys’ golf coach, both at CCHS 
and certified demotion, Pam 
Bale, CCMS principal. 

The board then approved on 
unanimous votes the certified 
and classified salary schedules 
for district employees, as well 
as for substitute teachers, all 
unchanged from last year and 
also voted to declare an annual 
emergency for substitutes for the 
2013-14 school year. They are 
required to have a minimum of 


City 
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Upchurch then said she had 
some other property across the 
street that contained about an 
acre of property and asked if 
that would be sufficient. Smith 
said that should provide plenty 
of space to place the home and 
agreed to look at the site and try 
and resolve the situation. 

The council then approved 
second and final reading of an or¬ 
dinance to annex approximately 
1.9 miles of roadway along the 
127 Bypass. The area, which 
would apparently not affect any 
property owners, would begin 
around the Clinton County Hos¬ 
pital on Hwy. 1590 for about a 
half-mile and then from the stop 
light, take a northerly direction 
for about 1.4 miles on new 127 
to behind Clinton County Middle 
School.

A motion to approve second 
reading was made by Council¬ 
man Leland Hicks, seconded 
by Councilman James “Smitty” 
Smith and passed by unanimous 
vote. 

Mayor Smith also reviewed 
the proposed 2013-14 FY city 
budget with council members. 
The total budget is $4,443,331. 
This is about $700,000 above 
the current year’s budget, but 
$600,000 of the increase is in 
the form of grants. Also, a total 
of $2.7 million is in the area of 
the water and/or sewer and waste 
water treatment facilities. 

The mayor also noted the bud¬ 
get contained a minimal increase 


64 college hours with a GPA of 
at least 2.5 on a 4.0 scale. 

The board then had a brief 
discussion on the pay date sched¬ 
ule as board member Kevin Mar¬ 
cum questioned whether teachers 
should be paid before or after 
Christmas Day.

Following another brief dis¬ 
cussion on hiring a CPA to do the 
current fiscal year audit, Marcum 
asked if the amount of the audit, 
which showed a $250 increase 
from last year, was comparable 
to surrounding districts and 
whether or not possibly bidding 
the service would save money. 

Superintendent Charlotte 
Bernard said she would check 
with area districts and get some 
figures before the board’s next 
meeting. 

Since the auditor has to be 
approved by May 28, with little 
to bid this year, a motion was 
made by Stonecipher to approve 
Wilson and Company at a cost 
of $20,500. The motion passed 
unanimously. 

After the issue of Student 
School Accident Insurance was 
tabled to a later date, board mem¬ 
ber Paula Key moved to renew 
membership with the Chamber 
of Commerce at a cost of $50 
annually. The motion passed by 
unanimous vote. 

On a motion by board member 
Junior Cecil, the board voted to 
declare approximately 104 items 
of technology (cpus, computers, 
etc.) as surplus property because 
they are outdated (considered 
scrap) and have been replaced. 
Creative Recycling Systems, Inc. 
has the state contract and will 


in pay to city employees, saying, 
“not as much as they deserve,” 
but all the city could afford. 

Councilman Frankie Stock- 
ton made the motion to approve 
first reading of the budget, which 
passed by unanimous vote. 

The council will have the op¬ 
portunity to review the document 
in its entirety and recommend 
any changes they feel necessary 
prior to final reading in June. 

Councilman Smith also said 
recently he had seen a car take 
a “left hand” turn from Albany 
Post Office onto Cross Street, 
which is a one-way street, and 
asked if there was enough signs 
posted in the area to direct out- 
of-town travelers that the street is 
one-way. It was noted that there 
was already a one-way street 
sign at the stop sign that goes 
onto Cross Street. 

The council also again dis¬ 
cussed making some street re¬ 
pairs and Mayor Smith com¬ 
mended the police and fire 
department and all first respond¬ 
ers for their prompt and profes¬ 
sional actions taken during a re¬ 
cent explosion in south Albany 
that critically injured a local man 
who was working on the tank 
when it exploded. 

The next regular meeting of 
Albany City Council is sched¬ 
uled for June 4 at 5 p.m. at city 
hall and is open to the general 
public.

Attendance for the month, 
compared to the same month a 
year ago, was down slightly from 
94.17 last year to 93.86 this year. 
However, student enrollment 
continues to be higher by some 
23, students, at 1,722 current 
from 1,699 last year. 

Albany Elementary received 
the trophy for the highest ADA 
(average daily attendance) at 
94.68 for the month, while the 
middle school got the trophy for 
the most improved attendance, at 
94.54 for the month. 

The board then entered into 
an executive session under KRS

New school redistricting lines 
were voted on at a special called 
meeting of the Russell County 
Board of Education a week ago 
Monday. 

The new zones split the dis¬ 
trict that holds Union Chapel 
Elementary, slated to close at the 
end of this school year. 

The redistricting divides the 
students between Jamestown 
Elementary and Russell Springs 
Elementary. 

As a part of the changes, 
sixth grade students will begin 
having classes at the Russell 
County Auditorium/Natatorium 
Complex, what will be known 
as the 6th Grade Center for the 
students. 

An orientation was held Mon¬ 
day night at the ANC to provide 
an orientation and welcome the 
new students. 

The parent/student orientation 
included a welcome from Russell 
County Middle School Principal 
Doug Holmes, and introduced 
the parents/students to various 
services and faculty that will be 
charged with providing educa¬ 


tion and services to the children 
and families. 

Jamestown’s outlet of Ken¬ 
tucky Off-Track Betting, or 
KOTB, had a big day on Satur¬ 
day as the running of the 139th 
Kentucky Derby drew in racing 
fans for a little fun in betting. 

Attendance for the day was 
1,008 individuals, according to 
KOTB Manager Laretta Pierce, 
who spent the day greeting cus¬ 
tomers and thanking them for 
their patronage over the years. 

Due to financial consider¬ 
ations, it was announced in early 
March that the three outlets of 
KOTB, located in Jamestown, 
Corbin, and Maysville, would 
be closing for good after the 
completion of the last race of 
the Triple Crown, the Belmont 
Stakes, takes place on June 9. 

The Jamestown KOTB prided 
itself on being a fun, family 
oriented business that focused 
on being an enjoyable and enter¬ 
taining atmosphere, according to 
Pierce, with tears in her eyes. 

The loss of KOTB will mean 
the loss of six full time and a 
dozen part time employees, but 
for Pierce and the employees it’s 
a loss of a family they’ve built 
over the past 20 years, since the 
business began operating in July 
1993. 

“This has been my life for 20 
years,” said Pierce. “So it’s really 
sentimental to me.” 

“It become a big family here,” 
she said. 

Many factors contributed to 
the decision to close KOTB, such 
as the inception of the lottery and 
legalization of bingo parlors, as 
well as the bad economy over 
the past number of years, Pierce 
explained. 

“It’s taken a lot of dollars 
away from the horse racing in¬ 
dustry,” she said. 

According to a press release 
by KOTB, a consortium formed 
by Churchill Downs, Ellis Park, 
Keeneland, and Turfway Park in 
1993, a decade ago the three out¬ 
lets were generating $25.7 mil¬ 
lion in wagers and only managed 
$10 million last year, and though 
that is a lot, the way the legisla¬ 
tion that legalized the outlets was 
set up divides the “handle” (a 
term they use for revenue gen¬ 
erated by bets) in a way that a 
smaller percentage is allowed for 
cost overhead such as payroll. 

It was profitable in good 
times, but has not been profitable 
since the economic downturn, 
according to the press release. 

A voluntary agreement by 
the business gave .75 percent of 
every dollar generated to the city 
of Jamestown, and .25 percent to 
the county. 

The loss of KOTB will mean 
a loss of approximately $23,000 
as estimated by Jamestown city 
officials. 

But the day of the Kentucky 
Derby is about the racing, the 
camaraderie and the KOTB 
family of employees and racing 
enthusiasts. 

“It’s the most fun job I’ve 
ever had in my life,” said Debbie 
Little, a member of the KOTB 
family for the last six years. 

As people lined up to place 
bets, one of which was a winner

“This is home, and a little 
part has been taken away,” Wiles 
said, lamenting the loss of the 
business to the Jamestown com¬ 
munity. 

Once the derby ran, a large 
part of the crowd headed for 
their cars on the rainy Saturday 
to head off into other activities, 
but for a while the dreams of a 
big win on a small wager occu¬ 
pied their minds and kept them 
entertained.

The Kentucky State Police 
have arrested 31 -year-old Bobby 
Jo Bishop of Edmonton on 
Thursday, May 2 at 1:25 p.m. 
at his residence. He is charged 
with arson first degree, wanton 
endangerment first degree, and 
criminal mischief first degree. 

The charges stem from an 
investigation into a mobile home 
fire that occurred at 1:59 p.m. on 
April 27 at 7632 Sulphur Well 
Knob Lick Road in Edmonton. 
The fire was set from within the 
residence while Bishop’s wife 
and child were still inside. 

Bishop was lodged in Bar¬ 
ren County Jail. Kentucky State 
Police Arson Investigator Alex 
Wesley is investigating and 
was assisted by the State Fire 
Marshall’s office. 

The Kentucky State Police are 
investigating a collision that oc¬ 
curred last Tuesday at 2:45 p.m., 
one mile east of Edmonton, at the 
junction of US 68 and KY 1243. 

Nineteen-year-old Joseph 
‘Colby’ Smith of Edmonton was 
traveling east in a 2000 Buick 
when he failed to negotiate a 
curve and entered the path and 
collided with a westbound 2004 
Chevy. 

The Chevy was operated by 
55-year-old Debbie Froedge of 
Edmonton. Smith was not belted 
and was airlifted to University 
of Louisville Hospital with life 
threatening injuries. Froedge 
was belted and was pronounced 
dead at the scene by the Metcalfe 
County Coroner. 

Trooper Nick Davis is inves¬ 
tigating and was assisted at the 
scene by the Metcalfe County 
Sheriff’s Office, Highway De¬ 
partment, Air Methods Medical, 
Barren-Metcalfe EMS and the 
Edmonton Fire Department. 



It is not out of the norm for 
Kentucky school districts to 
poll teachers and administrators 
on issues facing their schools, 
according to Darren Gossage, 
director of college and career 
readiness for the Russell County 
School District. 

These polls, however, don’t 
capture another important voice 
in their schools—the individuals 
being taught. 

Now, Russell County Schools 
and many other schools across 
the state are giving voice to their 
students with the Gallup Student 
Poll. 

“One of the biggest reasons to 
use the survey is because it helps 
school leaders understand what 
key members, the students, are 
feeling about the school/district,” 
said Jeff Coots, information offi¬ 
cer for the Jackson Independent 
School District. “The informa¬ 
tion collected by the survey is 
designed to support a dialogue 
among teachers and other staff 
members of the school about 
how to make the school a better 
place for our students to achieve 
academically. 

During one of Education 
Commissioner Terry Holliday’s 
superintendent webcasts last 
year, he encouraged districts to 
administer the Gallup Student 
Poll survey to gather information 
about students ’ perception of their 
educational experiences, engage¬ 
ment, wellbeing and hopes of the 
future. 

The free survey is for students 
in grades 5 through 12 and is 
best used to gamer commu¬ 
nity involvement and support for 
district/schools. It is not intended 


for use as a measure of educator 
effectiveness. 

Schools from all over the 
state administered the poll. Re¬ 
sults were sent to districts late 
this year. 

The Gallup Student Poll en¬ 
couraged district leaders to share 
results with students and faculty 
members as well as community 
leaders with the hope of start¬ 
ing important dialogues to bring 
about any necessary changes. 

Most, like Russell County and 
Jackson Independent, are still 
sorting through results and de¬ 
ciding how to use the findings to 
improve student achievement. 

“We are meeting to move 
forward,” Gossage said. “Teach¬ 
ers are heavily involved in the 
engagement component, and our 
survey results were strong in that 
area. However, we want to come 
up with the right approaches to 
take the next step in terms of col¬ 
lege and career readiness.” 

Russell County teachers re¬ 
ceived a score of 4.23 out of a 
possible 5 from students on en¬ 
gagement issues. The statewide 
score was 4.11, and the national 
score was 4.07. 

Engagement covers a wide 
area, from the importance of 
schoolwork to student recogni¬ 
tion and how well teachers get to 
know students. 

Another area the survey looks 
at is how hopeful students say 
they are. Hope deals with how 
students feel toward graduation, 
pursing goals and finding a job. 

Jackson Independent fared 
well in engagement with 90 
percent of hopeful students re¬ 
porting they felt engaged, and 
95 percent feeling their school 
is committed to building strong 
engagement. 

Coots said Jackson Indepen¬ 
dent teachers were focusing on 
improving student engagement 
prior to the survey. 

“It is rewarding to see from 
this document that our efforts 
have been noticed and are ap¬ 
preciated,” Coots said. 

The hope section is a concern 
for Russell County Schools, Gos¬ 
sage said. The district scored a 
4.37, slight below the state (4.42) 
and national (4.4) averages. 

“Part of the hope section deals 
with school safety and comfort,” 
Gossage said. “We know there 
are things that can be done to 
help in that area.” 

Gossage also noted that in¬ 
creasing the hope numbers mean 
showing students the opportuni¬ 
ties outside the Russell Springs 
community. 

“We want them to see beyond 
Russell Springs because what 
they tend to see is 10-12 facto¬ 
ries here,” Gossage said. “They 
don’t see what else they can do. 
Once they realize there are medi¬ 
cal field professions and other 
further education opportunities 
that hope will improve across 
the board.” 

Coots said he recommends 
the Gallup Student Poll to other 
districts. 

“We wanted to know what 
our students thought about our 
school and how we could use it 
to improve not only our instruc¬ 
tional strategies but our rapport 
with our students,” Coots said. 

“By gaining an insight on how 
they think, we can adjust to bet¬ 
ter serve them.”

First four are okay items. The 
last, while predictable, is pre-ma- 
ture by a Cawood Mile as well as 
“we’ve seen this movie before” 
wishful thinking. 

For every exaggerated com¬ 
pare to Couch there must be a 
Morgan Newton warning. The 
former was a darling and a Deuce 
before he said ‘no’ to Tennes¬ 
see in 1995 and yes to propping 
up Hal Mumme’s career. Rude 
change in popularity for Couch 
followed the 1999 NFL draft. 

Newton, in 2008, was Parade 
All-American at Carmel, Indiana 


and all the rage when he signed 
with Kentucky. Four years on, 
nobody’s asking for autographs 
and Morgan is headed to an NFL 
try-out as a tight end. 

And, two seasons ago, the 
new savior for Kentucky football 
was going to be Patrick Towles. 
Heading to the 2013 fall prac¬ 
tice, Towles is clipboard carrier 
for Jalen Whitlow and Maxwell 
Smith. 

Brings us to a wish list. 

• Wish Stoops had advised 
Barker to skip the melodramat¬ 
ic gala press conference with 
piped in fight song. When the 
tune stopped the only people 
impressed with Barker’s signing 
and four-star credentials besides 
Mom, will be the motivation 
coach at whatever Connor High 
opponent is up next. 

• Wish the kid had had a bet¬ 
ter idea - text his recruit-to-UK- 
pitch to pals still on Stoops’ war 
room wall.

Not recruiting Barker, if it 
happened, likely had extenuating 
circumstances like ...

Bird went to 
Eastern Kentucky and became an 
All-American. 

V Hal Mumme, Guy Morris 
did not recruit Jacob Tamme at 
nearby Danville in 2003. Rich 
Brooks did and Tamme became 
arguably the best tight end in 
UK history, an All-American and 
Peyton Manning’s favorite target 
in the NFL. 

V Bill Curry was accused of 
not recruiting Shaun Alexander 
in 1994. Alexander went to Ala¬ 
bama and became a Heisman fi¬ 
nalist. 

V Charlie Bradshaw’s brutal¬ 
ity was responsible for the best 
linebacker ever in the Bluegrass 
State, Dale Lindsey transferring 
to Western Kentucky. 

V Bear Bryant drew criticism 
in the early 1950s for not recruit¬ 
ing Paul Hornung hard enough. 
Hornung won a Heisman at 
Notre Dame, had a glorious ca¬ 
reer and is in the Hall of Fame. 

These items aside, with sum¬ 
mer just ahead, the menu of 
sports topics across Kentucky to 
rival UK hoops, is extraordinary.

Happy Osborne’s 
move to Kentucky Wesleyan. 
And, prospect of a Clinton-Cali- 
pari game of H-O-R-S-E. Would 
be televised of course.

Kentucky 
roadways 
last week 


Preliminary statistics* indi¬ 
cate that eight people died in 
eight separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky’s roadways from Monday, 
May 6 through Sunday, May 12, 
2013. 

Three single-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crashes occurred in 
Jefferson County. None of the 
victims were wearing seat belts. 
One of the crashes involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One single-fatality, motor 
vehicle crash occurred in each 
of the following counties: Bar¬ 
ren, Daviess and Jessamine. The 
victim in Barren County was not 
wearing a seat belt. 

One single-fatality, motor¬ 
cycle crash occurred in each of 
the following counties: Lyon and 
Simpson. Neither of the victims 
were wearing a helmet. 

Through May 12, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics* indicate that 190 
people have lost their lives on 
Kentucky roadways during 2013. 
This is 53 less than reported for 
this time period in 2012. Of the 
159 motor vehicle fatalities, 78 
victims were not wearing seat 


belts. Nine of the 16 motorcycle 
fatalities were not wearing hel¬ 
mets. The one ATV fatality was 
not wearing a helmet. One bicy¬ 
cle rider has been killed. 

Twelve pedestrians have been 
killed. One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has been 
reported. A total of 37 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes in¬ 
volving the suspected use of al¬ 
cohol. As of May 12, Kentucky 
has had 33 days with zero high¬ 
way fatalities reported during 
2013. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting er¬ 
ratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a de¬ 
scription of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license 
number if possible.

May is Asthma 
Awareness month

34 million Americans have 
this condition (Asthma) in which 
the airways respond abnormally 
by narrowing (bronchoconstric- 
tion) and swelling (inflamma¬ 
tion) in response to certain en¬ 
vironmental triggers such as; 
pollen, tobacco smoke, vi-ruses, 
cold air and exercise. 

If untreated, acute symptoms 
of cough, wheeze and chest 
tightness can escalate to a life 
threatening asthma attack and / 
or progress over time to chronic 
lung disease, not unlike COPD 
(chronic obstructive airway dis¬ 
ease). 

Prevention begins with avoid¬ 
ance of asthma triggers, such as 
tobacco smoke, however not all 


triggers are avoidable. There are 
several treatment options which 
can prevent or relieve asthma 
symptoms and are divided into 
two categories. 

1. Controllers: Medications 
you take daily to keep your asth¬ 
ma under control which include 
inhaled steroids that prevent 
inflammation and anti allergy 
medi-cation ( e.g. Zyrtec, Clari- 
tin, Allegra, Singulair). These are 
the mainstay of asthma symptom 
prevention. 

2. Rescuers: Medications you 
take when you need immediate 
relief from moder-ate to severe 
asthma symptoms. Rescue treat¬ 
ments include albuterol inhalers 
or nebulizers to relieve acute 
symptoms of bronchoconstric- 


tion. 

Regular use of inhaled ste¬ 
roids can prevent acute asthma 
symptoms, but their use does not 
relieve acute symptoms- an alb¬ 
uterol rescue inhaler is required. 

Proper inhaler technique is es¬ 
sential to gain benefit from these 
medications and inhaler spacers 
should be used by all children 
and probably adults to ensure the 
medication reaches the airway. 

It is also very helpful for all 
individuals with asthma to de¬ 
velop an asthma action plan 
with their doctors for controlling 
symptoms and treating acute epi¬ 
sodes.

and at times put their lives on the 
line,” adding it’s something most 
people wouldn’t do. 

Fire chief Robert Roeper also 
informed the council that as of 
this October, most of the equip¬ 
ment the department currently 
has will become outdated, but 
most importantly, non-compliant 
with state and federal regula¬ 
tions. 

Councilman Leland Hicks 
also noted that whatever the new 
rates would be, the fire depart¬ 
ment would need a list of resi¬ 
dents who are “non-members,” 
or those who opt out of paying 
the monthly fee, so they can be 
charged if the fire department has 
to respond. 

Following a brief discussion 
on the issue, Councilman Steve 
Lawson made a motion, second¬ 
ed by Hicks, to set the monthly 
fire membership fee at $4 per 
month, or $48 annually. The mo¬ 
tion passed unanimously. 

Residents who wish to be¬ 
come or retain fire memberships 
also have the option of paying 
the $4 per month along with their 
water bills, or they can come by 
city hall or the water department 
and pay a one-time annual fee 
of $48 once per year for mem¬ 
bership. And again, anyone who 
wishes not to be a member can 
go by and sign a waiver to have 
the fee deleted from their month¬ 
ly water bills. 

The following is the detailed 
letter written to the mayor and 
council by fire chief Roeper last 
week: 

“First of all, I would like to 
take this opportunity to thank 
everyone who was involved with 
helping to obtain the grant for 
our new fire station. I would 
also like to thank everyone for 
all of the insight that has been 
provided in the decision for the 
location to build the new fire sta¬ 
tion. I would like to say a special 
thank you to Mayor Nicky Smith, 
City Council members, and to the 
citizens of Albany. We trust that 
the location of the new station 
which is decided on will be the 
best location for the citizens, as 


well as the firefighters, and we 
look forward to its completion. I 
have several points that I would 
like to address regarding the fu¬ 
ture of our fire department. 

1. The planning and set up 
of the new fire station will be 
a great undertaking for all in¬ 
volved. I would like to request 
a panel of possibly two council- 
men, two firemen, the mayor, and 
myself. These would be the ones 
making any decisions pertaining 
to the building of the new station 
to ensure that it will continue to 
serve our community for a very 
long time. 

2. We have applied for grants 
in the previous years to replace 
our old turnout gear and the self- 
contained breathing apparatus 
(SCBA) through the Assistance 
to Firefighters ’ Grants, but have 
been denied for the previous 
four years. All of our personal 
protective equipment has a rec¬ 
ommended “useful life ” and we 
are exceeding that life of these 
items. The turnout gear is getting 
extremely worn and will not be 
safe for the firemen entering the 
fires. All but three sets of turn-out 
gear will be out of compliance 
as of October of this year. The 
last eight SCBAs we purchased 
will be out of compliance in the 
near future. The pass devices 
that let us know when a firemen 
is down and needing help have 
not worked for several years 
now, which subject ourfiremen to 
life threatening safety concerns. 
Not having the turnout gear and 
SCBAs in compliance will put 
me, the entire fire department, 
and the city in violation of state 
and federal regulations. 

3. Our Class A Pumper (En¬ 
gine 1) is requiring work to the 
transmission, and it will cost 
$4,500 plus the labor to ex¬ 
change it for a rebuilt transmis¬ 
sion. 

4. The cost of repairs is in¬ 
creasing each year on all of the 
fire trucks. The firemen are not 
only putting in their time for fire 
runs, but also are doing most of 
the repairs on the trucks that can 
be done safely. The repairs that 
we are unable to perform are 
then sent out to certified mechan¬ 
ics. 

5. The Albany Fire Depart¬ 
ment made 352 runs last year 
(2012) and approximately 87 
percent were made in the county, 


with the remaining 13 percent 
made in the city. We (the city) 
pay the county for dispatching us 
to fire runs, both in the city and 
county. The city residents pay a 
city tax which supports the fire 
department to fight fires county¬ 
wide. I do not feel that this is fair 
to the city taxpayers and I would 
not think that the citizens of Al¬ 
bany would feel any differently. 

6. The grant money for the 
new fire station is $500,000, 
which we are very thankful for 
receiving. It will require an¬ 
other $100,000 for the comple¬ 
tion, which the city already has. 
New turnout gear cost approxi¬ 
mately $2,300 per fireman. With 
25 fireman, the total cost would 
be $57,500. The SCBAs cost ap¬ 
proximately $5,500 each, so that 
would total another $93,500 this 
year and $44,000 more in about 
four years when the rest of the 
SCBAs go out of compliance. 
This equipment is also a require¬ 
ment for entering any structure 
fire, Haz-Mat scene, or to work a 
motor vehicle fire. 

7. At one time in previous 
years, the fire department re¬ 
ceived the Empowerment Zone 
money to purchase new equip¬ 
ment such as Class A Pumpers, 
tankers, and a new Rescue Truck. 
That has been 17 or 18 years 
ago, and now all that equipment 
has significant “wear and tear” 
and needs replacing. It takes 
money and time to keep these 
trucks running and ready to re¬ 
spond at any time. We all need 
to start thinking about replac¬ 
ing some of this equipment in the 


next few years. 

8. In 1993, the City Council 
placed a fee of $1 per month on 
the water bills for those residents 
in the county receiving city wa¬ 
ter, to assist in the cost of main¬ 
taining the fire department. That 
money is returned back to the 
county when the city pays the 
county to dispatch for the police 
department and fire department. 
The costs of operating the fire de¬ 
partment and the state and feder¬ 
al regulations make it extremely 
difficult to operate and maintain 
within these requirements. 

9. A lot of counties have a 
County Fire membership cost to 
the home and land owner rang¬ 
ing from $48 to an excess of $100 
per year for their fire coverage, 
depending on the location and 
type of coverage offered. 

I am asking that the City 
Council place an additional fee 
of $4 per month on the county 
water bills, and not place the to¬ 
tal burden on the city taxpayer. 
If the land owner does not have 
city water, they could either pay 
the city a fire membership fee an¬ 
nually, or be responsible for a 
fire run charge to the city when 
we respond to their property. The 
amount of the fee would need to 
be set by the City Council. 

I would like to thank you all 
for your time and for your con¬ 
sideration of the needs of the Al¬ 
bany Fire-Rescue Department. 
It is greatly appreciated by me, 
and by the Volunteer Firemen 
who risk their lives to protect our 
homes and properties in our city, 
and our county.

Annual grasses help alleviate 
reduced summer forage production

If this summer’s weather is anything close to what we had last 
year you might have some pasture shortages if you have cool-season 
grasses, since these forages stop growing during hot, dry weather. 

To provide supplemental forages, let livestock graze hay fields 
with red clover or alfalfa that continues to grow during the summer. 
However even this practice might not provide all the forage livestock 
need in the summer. 

Seeding summer annual grasses can help you overcome the 
summertime gap in pasture production. You can seed these grasses 
from May through June. 

Your best choices of summer annual grasses usually are sorghum- 
sudangrass hybrids, sometimes called sudex, dwarf pearl millet, or 
sudangrass. 

The sorghum-sudangrass hybrids usually are easier to grow and 
produce a higher yield than millet. However, these hybrids can cause 
prussic acid poisoning when livestock graze if plants are too small 
or following plant injury from frost or a hail storm. So don’t let live¬ 
stock start grazing until plants are at least 18 inches tall and don’t let 
animals graze weather-damaged plants. 

Dwarf pearl millet is good summer forage because it has abundant 
leaves that produce high-quality forage. You can let animals graze 
this millet more than once if at least six inches of stubble is left after 
grazing or mowing. 


Use foxtail millet if you need only one harvest for grazing or 
mowing for hay because this millet won’t regrow and produce a sec¬ 
ond harvest. 

Although sudangrass is similar to the sorghum-sudangrass hy¬ 
brids, it normally yields slightly less than the hybrids. Sudangrass 
does have smaller stems so it more easily dries to make hay.

FBI weighs in on the "dirty” lyrics of "Louie, Louie” 

May 17, 1965 

Based on outcry from parents who bought into what may have started as an idle rumor, the FBI 
launched a formal investigation in 1964 into the supposedly pornographic lyrics of the song “Louie, 
Louie.” That investigation finally neared its conclusion on this day in 1965, when the FBI laboratory 
declared the lyrics of “Louie, Louie” to be officially unintelligible. 

No one will ever know who started the rumor that “Louie, Louie” was dirty. As written by Richard 
Berry in 1955, the lyrics revolve around a sailor from the Caribbean lamenting to a bartender named 
Louie about his far-away love. As recorded in cmmmy conditions and in a single take by the Kingsmen 
in 1963, lyrics like “A fine little girl, she wait for me...” came out sounding like “A phig mlmrl hlurl, 
duh vvr me.” Perhaps it was some clever middle-schooler who started the rumor by trying to convince 
a classmate that those lyrics contained some words that are as unprintable today as they were back in 
1963. Whatever the case, the story spread like wildfire, until the United States Department of Justice 
began receiving letters like the one addressed to Attorney General Robert F. Kennedy and dated January 
30, 1964. “who do you turn to when your teenage daughter buys and brings home pornographic or 
obscene materials being sold...in every city, village, and record shop in this nation?” that letter began, 
before going on to make the specific assertion that the lyrics of “Louie, Louie” were so filthy that I can 
not enclose them in this letter.” 

Over the course of the next two years, the FBI gathered many versions of the putative lyrics to “Louie, 
Louie.” They interviewed the man who wrote the song and officials of the record label that released the 
Kingsmen’s smash hit single. They turned the record over to the audio experts in the FBI laboratory, 
which played and replayed “Louie, Louie” at 78 rpm, 45 rpm, 33 1/3 rpm and even slower speeds in 
an effort to determine whether it was pornographic and, therefore, whether its sale was a violation of 
the federal Interstate Transportation of Obscene Material law. “Unintelligible at any speed” was the 
conclusion the FBI lab relayed to the investigators in charge on this day in 1965, not quite exonerating 
“Louie, Louie” but also not damning the tune that would go on to become one of the most covered songs 
in rock and roll history. 

Jerry Lee Lewis drops bombshell in London 

May 22, 1958 

The arrival in the United Kingdom of one of the biggest figures in rock and roll was looked forward to 
with great anticipation in May 1958. Nowhere in the world were the teenage fans of the raucous music 
coming out of America more enthusiastic than they were in England, and the coming tour of the great 
Jerry Lee Lewis promised to be a rousing success. “Whole Lotta Shakin’ Goin’ On” and “Great Balls 
of Fire” had both been massive hits in the UK, and early demand for tickets was great enough that 27 
appearances were booked in what promised to be the biggest tour yet by an American rock star. There 
was just one problem. Unbeknownst to the British public and the organizers of the coming tour, Jerry 
Lee would be traveling to England as a newly married man, with his pretty young wife in tow. Just how 
young that wife really was would be revealed on this day in 1958, when Jerry Lee “The Killer” Lewis 
arrived at Heathrow Airport with his new “child bride.” 

It was an inquisitive reporter for the Daily Mail named Paul Tanfield who unwittingly broke the scandal 
when he inquired as to the identity of an especially young woman he’d spotted in the Killer’s entourage. 
“I’m Myra, Jerry’s wife,” said Myra Gail Lewis. Tanfield followed up with a question for the Killer 
himself - “How old is Myra?” It was at this point that Jerry Lee must have cottoned to the fact that the 
rest of the world might take a somewhat skeptical view of his third marriage, because the answer he gave 
was a lie, “Fifteen.” 

Myra Gail Lewis was actually only 13 years old, a fact that would soon come out along with certain 
other details, such as the fact that she was Jerry Lee’s first cousin, once removed, and that the pair had 
married five months before his divorce from his second wife was made official. Jerry Lee tried to set 
minds at ease on this last point, the second marriage was null and void, he explained, because it had taken 
place before his divorce from his first wife, but even the most skilled public relations expert would have 
had a hard time spinning the unfolding story in Jerry Lee’s favor. 

As the press hounded Jerry Lee and Myra Gail over the coming week, Jerry Lee tried to go on with 
business as usual, but his first three shows drew meager audiences, and those that did buy tickets 
showered him with boos and catcalls. When the Rank chain of theaters cancelled the rest of his dates 
and his fashionable Mayfair hotel encouraged him to seek lodging elsewhere, Jerry Lee left the UK, less 
than a week after his dramatic arrival on this day in 1958. Back home, he would face a blacklisting from 
which his career would never fully recover.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

The Music of Kentucky is heavily centered on Appalachian folk music and its descendants, especially 
in eastern Kentucky. Bluegrass music is of particular regional importance. Bill Monroe, the “Father of 
Bluegrass Music” was born in the Ohio County community of Rosine, and he named his band the Blue 
Grass Boys, after the bluegrass state. Merle Travis, originator of the influential guitar style known as 
Travis picking, was born and raised in Muhlenberg County. Kentucky is also home to the Country Music 
Highway (Hwy. 23), which extends from Portsmouth, Ohio to the Virginia border in Pike County. 

Renfro Valley is home to the Kentucky Music Hall of Fame and is known as Kentucky’s Country 
Music Capital, a designation given it by the Kentucky State Legislature in the 1980s. The Renfro Valley 
Barn Dance was where Renfro Valley’s musical heritage began, in 1939, and influential country music 
luminaries like Red Foley, Homer and Jethro, Lily May Ledford, and the Original Coon Creek Girls have 
performed as regular members of the shows there over the years. 

Major music venues in Kentucky include the Paramount Arts Center in Ashland. Sturgill’s Music 
Center is in Tom T. Hall’s hometown of Olive Hill. Just south of Olive Hill is Sandy Hook, the boyhood 
home of Keith Whitley, whose house is now a museum, exhibited in conjunction with the annual 
Tobacco Festival. The Kentucky Opry is in Prestonsburg and is a major institution, using the Mountain 
Arts Center. Louisville is home to the West Point Country Opry, while the city of Owensboro is a major 
bluegrass center and is home to the International Bluegrass Music Association. In the capital city of 
Frankfort, there is the Kentucky Coffeetree Cafe. The cafe is a very intimate venue that features some of 
the top national and regional Bluegrass, American and Folk artists. 

While there are many festivals held each year in Kentucky, Lexington is host to the oldest bluegrass 
music festival in the state. The Festival of the Bluegrass is held every June at the Kentucky Horse Park 
and considered one of the premier traditional bluegrass festivals in the country. 


Dyer murder trial date 
again rescheduled 


Another continuance for a trial 
has been granted in the case of a 
local man charged with murder 
in connection with a two-vehicle 
accident that occurred over two 
years ago. 

During a pretrial conference 
in Clinton Circuit Court last 
Monday, May 6, Judge David 
Williams granted a defense mo¬ 
tion for continuance in the case 
of Commonwealth vs. Ira Boles 
Dyer, III. Judge Williams re¬ 
scheduled the trial for three days, 
August 14-16 and also set a pre¬ 
trial conference for July 15. 

Late last year, Dyer was origi¬ 
nally given an April trial date and 
prior to that, earlier in 2012, an 
October trial date on charges of 
murder and three counts of each 
of wanton endangerment and 
second degree persistent felony 
offender. 

The case has been ongoing in 
court since he was indicted fol¬ 
lowing a state police investiga¬ 
tion of an accident that occurred 
in April 2011 and claimed the 
life of 79-year-old Ina Edwards 
of Albany. The accident occurred 
on north Hwy. 127 in Clinton 
County. 

Several months following 
the indictment on the aforemen¬ 
tioned charges, Dyer was addi¬ 
tionally indicted for Operating 
a Motor Vehicle Under the In¬ 
fluence, first offense, in relation 
to the same accident that killed 
Edwards and injured three other 
passengers in the two vehicles 
involved. 

Several motions have been 
filed on behalf of Dyer, as well 
as his changing attorneys. He is 
now represented by public de¬ 
fender Angie Capps of Burkes- 
ville. Also last year, a motion for 
a change of venue in the case- 
heard by the late Circuit Judge 
Eddie C. Lovelace—was denied. 

The investigation that led to 
the charges was conducted by 
the Kentucky State Police, with 
Trooper Andy Olson listed as the 
complaining witness during the 
grand jury proceedings which led 
to the indictments against Dyer 
being handed down. 

Several other cases were 
brought before Judge Williams 
last Monday in Circuit Court. 
The following are cases in which 
some type of resolutions were 
made and/or trial dates sched¬ 
uled. 

* During motion hour, a plea 
agreement was reached in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Da¬ 
vid Stonecipher. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended amending the charge 
of trafficking in marijuana over 
eight ounces-second offense 
to cultivating marijuana more 
than five plants-first offense 
and amended the charge of cul¬ 
tivating marijuana, five or more 
plants second offense to first of¬ 
fense. 

Upon a plea of guilty to traf¬ 
ficking in marijuana over eight 
ounces-second offense and cul¬ 
tivating marijuana more than 
five plants-first offense (two 
counts) the defendant would re¬ 
ceive three five year sentences 
to run consecutive for 15 years, 
would serve one year with the 
balance probated for five years 
with supervision. The defendant 
will also be given credit for time 
served, including on home incar¬ 
ceration and a Honda Rancher 
ES four-wheeler and a 1997 
Chevy pickup truck to the Casey 
County Sheriff’s Office and Ken¬ 
tucky State Police, respectively. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Cindy Gail Brummett. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dismissing the charge of 
failure to maintain insurance on a 
motor vehicle, operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence 


and possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia. Upon a plea of guilty 
to possession of a controlled 
substance-first degree-metham- 
phetamine, the defendant would 
receive a two-year sentence, 
pretrial diverted for four years, 
supervised and shall be assessed 
for the Clinton County Drug 
Court Program. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Johnnie Lee Davis. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended the charge of posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance 
first degree-meth, be dismissed. 
Upon a plea of guilty to manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine, the 
defendant would receive a 10- 
year sentence, serve six months 
in jail, with the balance of the 
sentence probated with supervi¬ 
sion for five years. The defen¬ 
dant shall also be assessed for 
the Clinton County Drug Court 
Program. 

Final sentencing is scheduled 
for June 3. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Nathan M. Grey. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended the charge of posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance 
first degree-meth, be dismissed. 
Upon an Alford plea (not admit¬ 
ting guilt but that there may be 
enough evidence that a jury may 
convict) to manufacturing meth¬ 
amphetamine, the defendant 
shall receive a 10-year sentence, 
shall serve six months with the 
balance of the sentence probated 
for five years, supervised and be 
assessed for the Clinton County 
Drug Court Program. 

Final sentencing is scheduled 
for June 3. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Carolyn Guffey. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dismissing the follow¬ 
ing charges: failure to maintain 
insurance and failure to register/ 
transfer vehicle. Further, amend¬ 
ing the charge of operating a mo¬ 
tor vehicle under the influence- 
third offense to first offense. 

Upon a plea of guilty to op¬ 
erating a motor vehicle under 
the influence first offense and 
operating a motor vehicle on a 
suspended or revoked license 
second offense, the defendant 
would receive a five year sen¬ 
tence, probated for five years, 
pay a minimum fine of $200 plus 
court costs, serve 58 days in jail 
and 32 days in home incarcera¬ 
tion and be assessed for the Clin¬ 
ton County Drug Court Program. 

Final sentencing is scheduled 
for June 3. 

* During a revocation hear¬ 
ing in the case of Robert Grant 
Hurt, originally charged with 
convicted felon in possession of 
a firearm, manufacturing meth- 
first offense, distribution of a 
meth precursor and three counts 
of persistent felony offender, the 
court concluded the defendant 
had violated the terms and con¬ 
ditions of his probation and re¬ 
voked probation and ordered him 
to serve the balance of a 10-year 
sentence. The defendant will re¬ 
ceive credit for any time already 
served. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Justin T. Stapp. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended that the charge of pos¬ 
session of a controlled substance 
first degree-meth, be dismissed. 
Upon a plea of guilty to manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine, the 
defendant would receive a 10- 
year sentence, serve six months 
in jail with the balance of the 
sentence probated for five years 
supervised. He will also be as¬ 


sessed for the Clinton County 
Drug Court Program. 

Final sentence is scheduled 
for June 3. 

* During motion hour, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Thur¬ 
man Barnes, charged with two 
counts of first degree wanton en¬ 
dangerment, fleeing or evading 
police and reckless driving, the 
court requested the defendant be 
drug tested. The defendant tested 
positive for marijuana, opiates 
and benzodiazepines. The court 
revoked the defendant’s bond 
and ordered his incarceration. 

* During a revocation hear¬ 
ing, in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Steven Waid, charged 
with criminal mischief-third de¬ 
gree, complicity to theft by un¬ 
lawful taking $10,000 or more 
and persistent felony offender 
second degree, in lieu of rehab, 
the defendant is to serve 60 days 
on home incarceration and be as¬ 
sessed regarding eligibility for 
drug court. 

* During arraignment, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Da¬ 
vid Joe Johnson, charged with 
two counts of wanton endan¬ 
germent and two counts of first 
degree assault, the defendant en¬ 
tered a not guilty plea and a trial 
date of August 15 was scheduled 
with a pretrial conference set for 
August 5. 

* During a pretrial conference 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Gabriel Lance Duvall, charged 
with possession of a meth pre¬ 
cursor, controlled substance not 
in original container, possession 
of drug paraphernalia, posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance 
first degree, first offense-meth, 
possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance second and third degree 
and persistent felony offender 
second degree, the court set a 
trial date for August 15 and a pre¬ 
trial conference for July 5. 

Also, defense counsel Angie 
Capps informed the court that 
conflict counsel will need to be 
appointed in this matter. 

* During a pretrial confer¬ 
ence in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Melanie Annette 
Conner, charged with controlled 
substance prescription not in 
original container, possession 
of drug paraphernalia, posses¬ 
sion of a meth precursor-first of¬ 
fense, possession of a controlled 
substance-meth, first degree- 
first offense, and possession of 
a controlled substance second 
and third degree, a trial date of 
August 15 was scheduled with 
a pretrial conference on July 15 
and defense counsel informed 
the court that the co-defendant 
in this matter will need conflict 
counsel appointed. 

* During a revocation hearing 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. Brandon Hall, the prosecu¬ 
tion withdrew its motion to re¬ 
voke probation and a review was 
scheduled for August 19. 

* During motion hour, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Cody 
H. Owens, charged with theft by 
unlawful taking over $300, crim¬ 
inal trespass second degree and 
burglary third degree, an agreed 
order setting the terms of shock 
probation was to be entered. 

* During a revocation hearing, 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Richard Luttrell, charged with 
burglary second degree, assault 
second degree and persistent fel¬ 
ony offender second degree, the 
defendant did not appear and is 
to be placed in NCIC.
